RAILROAD RUMORS. 


Reported Negotiations Between the 
Pennsylvania and L. & N. Roads 
Looked Upon With Suspicion. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, January 22.—The report that ne- 
gotians are in progress between the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company and the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, for the leasing of the 
latter by the Pennsylvania Company, 18 
looked upon With suspicion in railroad cir- 
cles here. It is believed these negotiations 
rather look towards a traflic arrangement be- 
tween these organizations than a lease, as 
Col. Scott is known to be opposed to further 
extension of his system of roads. It is gen- 
erally believed here that the Gould syndicate 
has a finger in the pie of the Louisville and 
Nashville. The syndicate, however, seeming 
to be unwilling to have itself identitied with 


the iate Southern annexations for 
fear of arousing too much _ pub- 
lic apprehension and opposition, allows 
the Pennsylvania Company to take care 


of that portion of their interests. That the 
Pennsylvania roads are identified with the 
syndicate is proved by an arrangement with 
Col. Scott for the extension of the Texas and 
Pacific, and their friendly relations with the 
Gould and Vanderbilt systems. These state- 
ments are confirmed by a New York dispatch 
which says that modified negotiations are in 
progress loeking toward the joint control of 
the Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington line, 
between Cincinnati and Louisville, which 
would give the Pennsylvania Company a direct 
connection with the lines of the Louisville and 
Nashville Company and thus accomplish the 
proposed combination of interests in another 
Way. 

A Louisville dispatch says: The manage- 
ment of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
has made arrangements for a direct steam- 
ship line between Havana and one of its Guif 
ports. Which one it will be has not yet been 
decided; put it will be either Mobile or Pen- 
sacola. 


Railway Investigation. 
ALBANY, N. Y., January 22.—The report 
of the select committee appointed by the last 
House te investigate the managing of rail- 
ways is accompanied by six bills to effect the 
committee’s recommendations. The com- 
mittee say that while they aim _ to 
deal fairly with the railroad question they 
find the main charges of discrimination 
fully sustained, as also with reference to the 
proxy system. Stock-watering is found a 
prolific source of abuse in railroad man- 
avement, and it is severely criticised, and 
remedies are proposed. A commission 18 
provided for, consisting of three persons, 
clothed with suitable powers,corresponding in 
the main with the Massachusetts commission, 
Drowned at Sea.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 22.—De- 
bate on the Bayard resolution is now pro- 
gressingin the Senate. When the Senate 
adjourns to-day it willbeto m@et on Monday, 
and the chance fora month’s debate on Mr. 
Bayard’a resolution may be expected. 

CONKLING AND HIS STATE. 

senator Conkling stated to-day that there 
would be no change in the method of selecting 
Presidential electors in his State. The press 
of New York City appears to be creating all 
the excitement in the matter, and beyond this 
agitation the subject is but little spoken of, es- 
especially at Albany. An attempt was made 
to interview Mr. Conkling relative te his can- 
didacy for the Presidency, but he slyly evaded 
every question, pompously and semi-sarcas- 
tically stating that he believed the National 
Convention would settle that matter. 

THE UTE SITUATION. 

Members of the Cabinet are greatly exer- 
cised over a telegram received vesterday from 
Los Pinos stating that the Utes were pur- 
chasing arms and ammunition in large quan- 
tities, and that Chief Douglass was urging 
them to defend their rights in case an attempt 
was made to remove them fiom their reserva- 
tion. The telegram was read to Ouray, who 
appeared indifferent when,he understood the 
contents, and Only made reply by shrugging 
his shoulders. Secretary Schurz 1s endeavor- 
ing to create the impression that this Indian 
affair ‘will come out all right, but there is lit- 
tle contidence given to encourage him ia his 
policy. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

Argument in the St. Louis County ease 
against the Missoum Pacific Railroad was 
concluded to-day by Bowman. It was agreed 
before the court that if the lienis sustained, 
judgment will be rendered in favor of the 
city of St. Louis instead of the old county.

Croizette and Sara Bernhardt known in the 
English-speaking werld. As a result of this 
redecorating, the public fover is bright and 
cheerful, as aroom should be in which the 
sometimes very long waits between acts must 
be whiled away. 

THE FOYER 
contains, among other works, a fine bust of 
Corneille by Caffieri, a statue of Voltaire ina 
sitting posture and bustef Moliere by Hou- 
don, the celebrated sculptor, who made a 
statue of Washington. There is also a statue 
of George Sand by her son-in-law, Clesinger; 
itisasitting statue, like that of Voltaire, to 
which it forins a companion piece. Statues 
everywhere—i1n the vestibule, in the waiting 
rooms, along the staircases; in fact, the Thea- 
tre Francais is so rich in works of artas to 
have hurdly room to place them all properly. 
THE AUDITORIUM 
of the Comedie Francaise is_ less retharkable 
for its size than its perfect adaptation to its 
purposes; tasteful, though not overloaded 
with ornament, its fourteen hundred seats are 
so disposed as to afford each spectator a per- 
fect view and hearing of what is presented on 
the stage. ‘Ihe general tone of the ornamen- 
— isa blending of red, white and dead 
old. 

7 Notable 1s the new ceiling by M. Mazerolle. 
This painting, containing 110 figures, the 
greater part of which aretwo metres high, 
anid covering a space .of 360 square metres, 
was designed and painted by the artist in the 
iperedibly short time of three montbs and six 

ys. ‘This charming composition represents 
the pel figures of the ciassical French 
drama and comedy in different groups, while 
below atthe right, their authors, Moliere, 
Woltaire, Beamarchais and others observe this 
brilliant gathering of thew creations. 

Iligher up are seen forms from the trage- 
dies of Corneille and Racine grouped on white 
clouds. They are bathed in a_ sort of 
vapor and seem like shadows evoked from the 
dark-flowing Styx. At the summit of the 
composition appears Apollo, the god of mu- 
sic and poetry, leading the dance of the Muses 
in the blue cther. 

THE STAGE 

is very complete in allits appointments; the 
scenery is very beautiful and appropriate; 
this no doubtisin great measure due tothe 
taste and discrimination of M. Verrin, the di- 
rector, Who commenced lifeas a painter. The 
mise en scene atthe Theatre Francais has al- 
ways been distinguished by acertain careful 
magnificence, as far removed from the wanton 
lavishing of willinery and upholstery of the 
theaters, a /@ mode, as it is from the poverty- 
stricken fittings of provincial scenes. At one 
side of the stage is a comfortable little room 
for the use of the actors not on duty ata _ per- 
formance. 

From the staecea passageway leadsto the 
foyer des artistes; this passageway is adorned 
by busts of celebrities of the drama, and has 
therefore taken the soubrig@et of Galerie des 
Busies. ‘Vo the left of this passageway is a 
room for the uséof actors who wishto make 
hastv changes during a performance, without 
going to their dressing-rooms, These dress- 
ing-rooms are in an upper story of the build- 
ing, comfortabiv furnished. and look out on 
the Place du Palais Royal. 

THE FOYER DES ARTISTES 

is a room moderate in size, but perhaps asin- 
teresting as any part of the building, for it has 
a history o®8its own. It is adorned with paint- 
ings of the best actors of the company since 
Moliere’s time. Conspicuous among these is 
a portrait of Moliere, by Mignard, represent- 
ing himinthe roie of Cvwsar, in which the , 
great satirist appears as quite a handsome 
man, With thoughtful eyes illuminating an in- 
telligent countenance. Of the gayety with 
which bis works overtiow, nota trace. 

There is also a painting by Ingres represent- 
ing Moliere ata famous breakfast to which 
Louis XLV. was said to have invited him, but 
Which, as has since been demonstrated, never 
took place. Two paintings representing the 
entire company, by Geffroi, a former member 
of the theater, ana busts of Moliere, Mlle. 
Dumesnil, Mile. Clairon and five other celeb- 
rities of the theater are worthy of notice. 

Among the portraits are those of Talma, 
the friend of Napoleon I., so famous for his 
sculptural attitudes, the beautiful Mile. Mars, 
a contemporary of his, Miles. Dugazon, 
Preville. Madame Vestris, Marie de Champ- 
nesle, whose name was so tenderly murmur- 
ed by Racine, who personated the poet’s cre- 
ations of Athalie, Phedre and Iphigemia, and 
caused all the eyes of the court of Louis XLV. 
to weep, then Lebain, the impetuous person- 
ator of the passionate Oriental Orosman in 
Voltaire’s Zaire, Fleury, the last of the 
gentils hommes de la scene, and many others 
who have earned a special mention in the an- 
nals of the theater. 

HABITUES OF THE FOYER DES ARTISTES. 

The foyer des artistes is every evening the 
rendezvous of men of Setters, of celebrated 
artists. of academicians and society people. It 
isa sa/on inthe French meaning of the word, 
and a room where the art of conversation,the 
art of saying evanescent nothings in an agree- 
able manner, is practiced. The best elements 
of the world behind the scenes here mingle 
with the social and intellectual e/ite of Paris, 
and sallies of wit, flashes of repartee, a gen- 
erall atmosphere of retinemgnt, good breed- 
ing, and joyousnvess speed the flying moments 
most pleasantly. 

The visitor who is lucky enough to gain an 
entrance there may meet Emile Angier, the 
dramatist, Francisque ‘Sarcey, the eminent 
critic, or the pgetical Paul deSt. Victor eluci- 
dating some point of art or literature with the 

rraceful Sara Bernhardt, the passionate 
‘roizette or the versatile Delaunay. 
THE LIBRARY 

of the Theatre Francais is situated in the up- 
per story of the building, and contains all the 
works which have been performed in this 
theater during the two centuries of its exis- 
tence. Amongthese ure all the productions 
of Molicre and many by Racine, Corneille, 
Voltaire, Marivaux, Diderot, Beaumarchais, 
Casimir Delavigne, Alfred de Musset, Victor 

ugo, Emile Angier and many other shining 
lights of French literature. 

Hiecre are kept also the registers, which are 
a faithful record of the doings at the theater, 
diay by day, from the temporary Illness of a 
performer to the reception of @ new tragedy, 
Only one of these registers is missing. that of 
the year 1740, which was lost in the revolu- 
tionary time of 1793, when all these records 
were scattered by vandal bands, and remained 
mthe most utter confusion until M. Leon 
Gaillord was appointed archivist of the thea- 

ter, and carefully collected and rearranged 
them. 
ORGANIZATION, 

The company of the Theatre Francais is di- 

vided into two groups, life members and tem- 
porary members, all under the management 
ofa director appointed by the State, which 
Claims the right by virtue of the subsidy 


which it pays the theater. The life members 
form asort of stock company, who divide 
umong themselyes a certain proportion of the 
receipts, and are therefore called soctetaires; 
the temporary members are engaged on & 
salary, and are called pensionnaires. 

A persionnaire can attain the position of 
societaire, whichis the highest ambition of 
French comedians, only after a longer or 
shorter period of probation. A committee, 
chosen from among life-members, and acting 
in concert with the director, has alone the 
right of appointing a new societaire. No new 
sovietaire can be appointed, except when one 
or more vacancies are caused by death or re- 
tirement, forthe number of life-members in 
— service at one time is limited to twenty- 

ree. 

Every societaire after twenty years of service 
has a yearly pension of two thousand francs 
($400) from the Government and an equal 
sum from the theater uatilhis or her death ;for 
every year of service over twenty one hundred 
francs are added to the pension. Each new 
work offered is submitted toa committee of 
six societaires, who have the right to admit 
the whole company to the reading, if they 
choose; a vote is then taken, which determines 
the reception or rejection of the piece. 


VIRGINIAN VENGEANCE. 


Lynching a Negro for a Social Indis- 
cretion. 
(Warrenton (Va.) Special to N. Y. Herald. | 


This usually quiet little town was the scene 
last night vf the lynching ofa negro under ex- 
traordinary circumstances. On the 27th of 
December last Arthur Jordan, a copper-col- 
ored negro of about forty years of age, who 
had been employed asa farm hand on the 
plantation ofNathanCorder,a well-to-do fuarm- 
er living on the Rappahannock River,in the 
upper end of this county, eloped with Elvira 
Corder, twenty-four years old, daughter of 
the man who had employed him, The negro 
took the cars at Markham station and was met 
by the woman on the train at Salem, fifteen 
miles further down. The injured father of 
the girl followed the cuilty pairto Washing- 
ton, @nd after a fruitless search through that 
city and Alexandria returned  broken- 
hearted to his home. On Sat- 
urday last a letter was received by 
the postmaster at Markham from a gentieman 
living near Williamsport, Md., saying that 
there was a negro with his white wife living 
near him, claiming to be from Markham an 
acting in such a manner as to excite his sus pi- 
cions that all was notright From the descrip- 
tion given the couple were readily recognized 
as Corder’s daughter and Arthur Jordan, and 
a party of six of the best men in the neighbor- 
hood armed and started immediately to Wil- 
liamsport to capture the latter and bring him 
back to this county. They were successful in 
finding bim about eight miles above Williams- 
port, and arrived with him at Markham on 
Thursday night last. On Friday Justice Lake 
gave the preacher apreliminarv hearing, and, 
committing him for the action of the grand 
jury, gave him in charge of a constable and 
two deputies to carry him to jail at Warren- 
ton, some twenty miles distant, where he ar- 
rived the same night and was locked up. 

On Sunday night a band of sixty determined 
menrode up to the duvor of the jail, and, call- 
ing out the jailor, presented a man _ they 
brougbt with them tied tobe taken in charge. 
When the jailor came up to receive his prisoner 
a half-dozon pistols were presented to his 
head and the keys demanded. He surrenid- 
ered the keys after some remonstrance, anda 
detail from the infuriated crowd outside went 
in, and, placing a rope around Arthur Jor- 
dan’s neck, dragged him forth and hanged 
him to a tree some three hundred vards from 
the door of the jail. The crowd then depart- 
ed from town as mnoiselesslvy as they came, 
leaving the lifeless body of the negro dangling 
fromthetree. His body was cut down about 
10 o’clock this morning by order ofthe au- 
thorities and turned over to the Coroner. The 
remarkable part of this lynching was the en- 
tire absence of excitement, the mob proceed- 
ing as ifintbe execution of a solemn duty 
In thus avenging the violation of one of the 
most sacred unwritten laws of society. Arthur 
Jordan was a hardworking but rather impu- 
dent negro, and leaves a colored wife and a 
large family of children living near Nathan 
Corder’s house. There 1s evidence that he 
used even the formality of a marriage cere- 
mony to accomplish the ruin of his victim, 
who knew very well that he wus already mar- 
ried, and rumor says had been criminally in- 
timate with him for some months before the 
elopement.

Charity, even on the most royal 
scale, can scarcely battle against misery such 
as surrounds us! We have known for many 
months that the necessitous poor in Paris have 
attained a number never-before imagined, but 
this sudden. unprecedented cold was neces- 
sary to call forth ail the sentiment of hesitat- 
ing charity in Freach hearts.

THE REV. HAYDEN’S ESCAPE. 
What Eleven Ohatinac® Men on a Jury 
‘Can 


{New Haven Cor. of the New York Herald, 20th.] 


The great struggle is over. Hayden is prac- 
tically acquitted. The jury is discharged on 
disagreement. but eleven were for acquittal 
to one for conviction. While the main body 
of the assemblage left two seore of Hayden’s 
friends remained and extended their heartiest 
co tulations to him and his wife. He was 
cheerful, chatty and grasped every one warm- 
ly by the hand. In his bloodshot eyes and the 
drawn lines of his face were the marks of the 
mental agony of the past three days. As the 
bells tolled ten o’clock he passed from the 
eourt-room down to the Sheriff’s office 
through a double line of spectators fringing 
the balustrades oftheiron staircase. They 
grasped his hand again and again, and the 
enthusiasm finally found ventin loud cheer- 
ing. It wastaken up and re-echoed by the 
throng on the pavement ontside. After being 
safely placed in the Sheriff’s office the Sheriff 
admitted the spectaters, who passed through 
in line and congratulated the clergyman 
on bis escape. 

Conversing with the Herald representative 
in the court-room, Mr. Hayden said: ‘‘I 
have always felt confident that I would be 
acquitted. 1 did not see how avy other verdict 
could be rendered, for the jury could hardly 
fail to be convinced of the doubtful character 
of the evidence brought against me. I wish 
to say this, sir, that whoever may be guilty 
of the murder of Mary Stannard is guilty of 
murder inthe first degree, for it was an 
awful crime.’’ 

‘*What do you think of the result?” 

‘‘It isa great disappointment tome. The 
vote stood eleven for acquittal to one for con- 
viction, and @at man was Juror Hotchkiss, 
of Prospect. I have been almost certain from 
the first that he wasagaiost me. This verdict 
is virtually an acquittal, and if I am ever tried 
again I shall not have the slightest apprehen- 
sions of the result. But I do not think there 
wil] ever be another trial.’’ At this moment 
Mr. Hayden’s attention was called by his rel- 
atives and he stepped away. 

Mr. Watrous, senior counsel for the de- 
fense. was questioned as to the future, ‘*Mr. 
flayden being still under indictment,’’ he 
said, *‘will pe remanded te jail; that’s the 
great injusticeto him. Inashort time we 
shall makea motion for bail, and hope te have 
the amount small. Then we shall be better 
prepared for the next trial.’’ 

‘*But do you think it will ever take place ?’’ 

‘‘No, sir. I think the prosecution appre- 
ciates the weakness of their case. This eleven 
to one settles it, anél do not vdelieve a jury 
could ever be found in New Haven county 
that would convict my client.’’ 

One of the jurors suid:—‘*‘We have hada 
terrible struggle. One man—Juror Hotch- 
kiss—bas made all the trouble forus. With 
that exception we have been for acquittal from 
the first. He has been obstinate—terribly ob- 

stinate. We could do nothing with bim. That 
Jast question about the degree of the murder 
was put merely to soothe him, but to no pur- 
pose.’’ 

**He said a curiqys thingin the jury-room 
the very first day. ,He expressed the belief 
that Mrs. Hayden fad falsified her testimony, 
and also another thing by which he won from 
some of us the soubriquet of the ‘Fifty Dol- 
lar Man.’ ’’ 

**W bat was it?’’ 

‘*Well, I don’t like to give such a private 
matter, but it was that he received $50 ona 
certain occasion for doing something which 
all of us thought was not an honorable thing. 
This afternoon We pitched into him savagely 
about this, and he was territied when we inti- 
mated that in return for all the trouble he had 
been making us we should not make any, se- 
cret of his strange admission. ’”’ 

Anotber juror interviewed to-night Seid: 

‘*We belheved Havden innocent. ‘There was 
no mere question with us that the evidence 
was insufticient, We conscientiously believed 
that be did not do the deed.’’ 

‘**Who was held to be the guilty party?” 

‘*That we were not prepared to say, but we 
thought that old Ben Stevens, Charies Stan- 
nard (the girl’s father) and Susan Hawley 
knew more about the crime than has ever 
come out.’’ 

One juror said, very emphatically, that ‘he 
believed that rf the State had pushed _ its in- 
vestigation in that direction as sharply as 
against Hayden they might have had a case. 

Another juror told the story of the vote: 
**We firsttook twelve informal ballots. Six 
were taken on Friday. From the time we 
took the case at noon up to midnight, some of 
us thought it only fair, even while beleving 
Hayden innocent, to vote for conviction, so as 
to secure a thorough discussion. Four of us 
voted for conviction, and three of us so voted 
for that reason.’’ 

**Do you remember their names??? 

‘*Yes; they were Foreman Brotherton, and 
Many, Perry and Hotchkiss. The latter was 
tixed for convictionanyway. Our votes varied 
on these six ballots, and on Saturday we took 
six more. The first of the six stood eleven for 
acquittal and one for murder in the second 
degree—that was Hotchkiss. All the others 
stood the same way. Sunday we discussed 
the case but little, and took no votes. This 
morning we began with formal ballots, and 
took four, all of Which stood eleven for ae- 

quittal and one (Hotchkiss) for conviction of 
murder inthesecond degree. Friday wecould 
d6 nothing with Hotchkiss. Wewere forced 
to give itup, for we could not, of course, 
even agree with him.’’ 
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Blaine and Conkling Compared.

I chanced lately to be engaged in a conver- 
sation with a Democrati@ Senator anda 
Republican Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Courc, in which both expressed great 
wonder at the universal unpopularity of Sen- 
ator Conkling with these of his own class in 
political and social life. Both said he séemed 
to bave a singular success in antagonizing his 
fellow men, and one mentioned the fact of

I 
suggested, as an explanation of the difference 
in the sentiment towards these two politicians, 
the fact that Conkling’s egotism was always 
aggressive, and whether he desired to concili- 
ate or to defy, he antagonized alike by his self- 
assertion.

Blaine, on the other hand, while his vanity 
is doubtless as great as Conkling’s, and his 
flattery of word and manner as insincere, has 
tact enough to conceal all selfish purpose 
when he is seeking the good will of others, 
and to. pay the compliment of implying that 
favorabie opinion is sought because he consid- 
ers that of the man or woman he is propitiating 
worth winning. He rarely failsin thees efforts, 
although few believe m his sincerity, but it is 
difficult for any to resist believing to a certain 
extent that he who values him or her so highly 
is wrong 1n his estimate, for to doubt his sin- 
ceritvy is to disparage one’s-self, and so the 
ay Pee attains his end—personal pop- 
ularity. 
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Unser Fritz and the Jews. 
[From the Londom Morning Post. | 


The visit of the Crown Prince of Germany 
to the Synagogue of Berlin on the occasion of 
a recent concert for charitable objects forms 
one of the most curious incidents of the dis- 
pute which has arisen between the German 
Jews and an opposite section of the German 
nation. For some time past a vigorously con- 
ducted discussion bos been carried on which 
has for its subject the alleged grievances of 
the Germanjpeople from the malitude of Is- 
raelites who are every day acquiring fresh 
positions: of influence and distinction in 
the public and private life of the country. 
To read the attacks which come from 
the so-called Christian side a foreign observer 
might readily fancy himself in Koumania under 
the bygone system of persecution and misrep- 


resentation,.which has been fortunately ter- 
minated by the action of the European pleni- 
potentiaries in the German capital not two 
yearssgo. At the very moment that the Ger- 
man Government is still using every effort to 
make the concessions to the Israelites of Rou- 
mania more humane and liberal, ic excites an 
additional feeling of surprise to find the senti- 
ments of the bigoted Christians of Bucharast 
reproduced by natives of the special land of 
“culture” and enlightenment. The fact,curious 
as it ie, must be admitted, however, and there 
can be no doubt that the splendid successes 
of Germans of Hebrew blood in every depart- 
ment of art, literature, science and politics 
have stirred up the envy or the spite of a cer- 
tain class of Germans, who would apparently 
desire to see the Jews confined once morein 
their Ghettos and Judenstrassen. It was in 
answer to these extraordinary manifestations 
of a perverted patriotism, to call it by the 
most indulgent name at our disposal, that the 
Crown Prince made a pointof attending the 
charity concert at the synagogue. Probably 
the brilliant company and the venerabie elders 
in Israel wbo were present had no expectation 
that the courtesy of the Prince would have 
gone beyond the very significant fact of his at- 
tendance. The German Crown Prince, how- 
ever, is nota man to do things by halves, 
and before leaving the synagogue he. took 
an opportunity of declaring openly to 
sume of the leaders of the Jewish 
community that his presence was specially in- 
tended as aresponse to the unworthy Ger- 
mans who were striving to excite feelin of 
prejudice and ill-will among the population of 
the Fatherland against their fellow-country- 
men of the Hebrew faith. The action of the 
Crown Prince does credit both to his qualities 
of heart and head. It wasa kind and gener- 
ous impulse which caused him to take up the 
defense of one of the most valuable sections of 
the German peofle, and it was no less wise 
than just to.affix the stigma of his disappro- 
bation in this manner upon the paltry and 
cowardly policy which would punish the Ger- 
man Jews for having shown exceptional abili- 
ty and industry in the social and political life 
of the State. . 
May Jurors Eat and Drink? 
[Cor. Albany Law Journal. J 


Apropos of the jury drinking wine during 
the trial of the seven bishops, it is stated in 
1 Inst. 227 that ‘*when the evidenceis given 
the july are to be kept together till they bring in 
their verdict, without speech with any, and 
without meat or drink, fire or candle, other- 
wise than with leave of the court, by consent 
of the parties; and the court may give them 
leave to eat or drink at the bar but not out of 
court.’’ If jurymen. after being sworn, 
either before or after they are agreed of the 
verdict, eatand drink, the verdict may be 
good, but they are finable; but if it be at the 
charge of either parties the verditt is void. 
Old Dyer mentions a case where the judge was 
informed that the jurv had eaten food after 
they bad retired, and he found that they 
had had some ‘‘pippins,’’ of which some 
confessed that they had eaten, but 
others said they had qnot. His Lordship se- 
verely reprimanded them afl, and fined those 
who bad eaten twelve shfflings each,and those 
who had not six sbillings each, ‘‘for that 
they had them -(7."e., the apples) in their 
pockets.’’ In Hilary Term, 6 Henry VIIL[., 
it appeared by a motion in the Court of 
Queen’s Benefi that in a case tried before 
Lord Chief Justice Reed, the jury, after being 
locked up and before giving their verdict, had 
eaten and drunk. The Chief Justice fined 
them heavily, but took their verdict. An ap- 
plication was made in term to set aside the 
verdict for irreguiarity, the jury having eaten 
when they ought to have fasted; and another 
motion was madete have the fines inflicted 
upon thejurers remitted. The ‘‘twelve good 
men and true’’ said that they bad all made up 
their minds before they ate, ana returning 
into court to deliver their verdict found that 
the Lord Chief Justite had run out to seea 
fray; thereupon, not knowing when the judge 
would return, they had eaten refreshments. 
‘The Court held the fines to have been proper- 
ly inflicted but did not disturb the verdict. 

In Iowa, lately, it was decided that the 
drinking of two glasses of beer by a juror, 
pending trial, after the adjournment of the 
Court and eleven hours before another ses- 
sion, did not vitiate the verdict; nor does the 
taking, by a juror, during the trial, of a small 
quantity of intoxicating liquor, for medicina! 
purposes, at night, afford grounds for a new 
trial. And in oiber States the taking of spir- 
ituous refreshments is not of itself sufficient 
ground for setting aside a verdict, nor even 
though the drinking was in a saloon and with 
the Sheriff. Although if a juror takes the 
liquor at the invitation and at the expense of 
the party who afterward gets the verdict, or 
at his own expense drinks so much that he 
cdoes not know what heis about, anew trial 
will be granted.

SAN MARINO. 


Enough Made from Gambling to Run 
the Government. , 
[From the Swiss Continent. | 

San Marino is a Republican State of small 
territorial dimensions, but it has earneda 
European renown. for the keenness of its per- 
ception in that particular direction which is 
figuratively described as *‘having an eye tothe 
main chance.’’ It has for several years past 
done a fair business in the decorations of its 
Most Exalted and Illustrious Order of Chival- 
ry, and has, moreover, derived considerable 
emolument fromthe sale of ducal and other 
titles, as the Duke of Paderna. the Baron 
del Cerreto and the Duchess d’ Acquaviva, 
among others, can testify. It is, indeed, 
stated that the last named.title costits present 
owner no less a ‘‘consideration’’ than £1,400 
in cash, a marble statue for the Forum of San 
Marco, and the expenses incurred by the Re- 
publican autherities fora popular festivity 
when the said statue was unveiled. But San 
Marino, it would appear, not satisfied wit 
its legitimate trade profits upen such articles 
as Grand Crosses and patents of nobilitv, has 
resolved to add to its prosperity by opening a 
gambling establishment in its capital, upon an 
unprecedented scale of splendor. The virtu- 
ous republic, after long hesitation, yielded to 
temptations advanced by certain wealthy en- 
trepreneurs, and, “saying it would ne’er 
consent, consented.’’ So handsome a pre- 
mium has, we understand, been bargained for 
by the Government, as an indispensable con- 
dition to the granting of the concession, that, 
were it equally divided among the sagacious 
republicans of this remarkably wide-awake 
State, each San Marinian would at once find 
bimselfin a pecuniary position amply qualify- 
ing him to purchase at least the fourth class 
of his national order.

The Limited Ownership of London. 
[From the New York Graphic. | ) 

It is curiously significant of the limited 
ownership of London that there are not more 
{han four, if indeed so many, of the British 
dukes inhabiting housesin the metropolis. 
The Duke of Portland, the eccentric million- 
aire. Who died last month, possessed a great 
metropolitan estate; yet Harcourt House, tie 
vast, gloomy mansion in which he lived and 
died, belonged to Mr. Harcourt, M. P. for 
Oxfordshire. whose grandfather inherited it 
from his maternal] unele, Earl Harcourt. Even 
the far-famed Stafford House, the palace of 
the Duke of Sutherland, stands on land pay- 
ing ground rent to the Crown, as does Mon- 
tague House, the vast mansion of the 
Duke of Buccleuch. The Duke of 
Bedford, whose London rentals are about 
700,000 a year, had a stately abode, 
the same towhich the patriot Lord Wil- 
liam Russell fondly turned when on his way 
to execution in Bloomsbury. This, much to 
the regret of the present Duke, was pulled 
down at the beginning of the century, but he 
now pays rentto his brother, the Duke of 
Westminster, as does the Duke of Richmond, 
whose grandfath¢r’s house occupied the site 
of what is now known as Richmond Terrace, 
nearthe House of Parliament. That Carabbas 
of the West End, the Duke of Westmunster, 
does occupy a house of hisown, as did the 
Duke of Nerthumberland until Northumber- 
land House, Charing Cross. was pulled down, 
but he, too, now pays rent to his brother 
Westminster, who, like the Brewns, of Provi- 
dence, buys but never sells. 
stands in an excellent situation, but is archi- 
tecturally unworthy of his estate. The hand- 
somest thing about it externally is a stone 
screen. dividing it from the street, which was 
brought from Carlton House when that palace 
—now as.completely effaced as though the 
Prince Regent had never existed—was dis- 
mantled. |

ABOUT DIAMONDS. 


New York Scientists Discussing the 
uties. 


f¥rom the New. York Times, 20th.] 


The New York Academy of Sciences held q 
meeting at No. 12 West Thirty-first street jag 
evening to listen to a paper by Dr. Henry 4. 
Mott on ‘*The Diamond; its Origin, Artiticig; 
Production and Uses.’’ J. S. Newberry, 
president of the Academy, occupied the chair, 
andthe two large parlors were completely 
filled with ladies and gentlemen. Dr. Mott's 
paper did not aimto give any new views or 
theories in regard tothe diamond, but it was 
an interesting resume of the theories and ex. 
periments of scientitic men who have devoted 
years to studying the precious gem, and en- 
deavoring to reproduce it by artificial means. 
The theory which formerly prevailed that 
the stone was the product of igneous 
action, the speaker thought, had been ex. 
ploded. In many diamonds there were cavi- 
ties containing liquid matter,. which could 
hardly have existed had the stone been sub. 
jected to intense heat. In other. gems were 
found germs of plants and fragments of vege. 
tation, which would certainly mave been (de- 
stroyed by plutonic action. ‘The most reason. 
able theory of the origin of the diamond, in 
the face of these facts, was that of Professor 
Semler. That theory was that at some re. 
mote period iiquid carbomic acid gas had 
found itself in solution with pure carbonic, 
that the gas gradually escaped, and the car. 
bon was deposited in crystals. On this the- 
ory tbe presence of vegetable matter,and the 
liquid in seme diamonds, is reasonably ac- 
counted for. Every attempt to manufacture 
diamonds has thus far proved a failure, but 
Dc. Mott believed that man would yet sue- 
ceed in making us perfect gems as_ those 
turned out from Nature’ laboratory. 
Several diamonds. from the South 
African fields were exhibited, fsome 
as they came from the mines, and others pol- 
ished and prepared for the market. Quite a 
long discussion on the paper followed. 
Morton, who has passed twe years at the 
minesin Africa, said he was inclined to believe 
that diamonds were constantly growing. and 
that there were gems in embryo now, which 
in future ages, when they had attuined their 
full size, would be unearthed by man. In the 
African mines the diamonds were found in 
successive layers of soil, and four of these 
layers had already been penetrated by the 
miners. That onthe surface was a kind of 
red sand, then came a layer of chalky clay, 
then one of shale, and the fourth, which bas 
now been penetrated toa depth of about 25) 
feet, was composed of a substance known.-to 
the miners as ** pudding stone.’’ A specimen 
of this was exhibited. It is a dark-colored 
rock, Which the miners first heat and then 
place in water, when it is transformed to mud, 
from which the diamonds are washed. Presi- 
dent Newberry said that man might possib\y 
discover a means to manufacture diamonds, 
but after putting his process into operation he 
would probably have to wait a few hundred or 
a few thousand years before he would procure 
a carbon crystal large enough to discover its 
form with a microscope.

His Views Touching Bandmann and 
Other Things. 


A representative of the PosT-DIsPaTcH 
met Mr. Berry Mitchell, the tragedian and 
elocutionist, last evening, in the billiard par- 
lor of the Linde Hotel. Mr. Mitchell, who 
has just returned froma brief starring tour 
in the interior of the State, was sitting pen- 
sively ina comfortable arm chair, his classic 
countenance sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought, contemplating a three-ball carrom 
game between two well-known patricians. His 
hair, which islongand scholarly, hung in 
graceful clusters down the back of his coat, 
and his soft sombrero was pulled over his 
browina misanthropical way. Mr. Mitchell 
remarked that he was very fond of billiards, 
and that he nad at one time enjoyed the 


reputation of being afine player. ‘‘I was the 
first man in thistown,’’ said he, ‘‘to makea 
run of one hundred at this French 
game. The papers all mentioned the per- 
formance at the time. My favorite game,’ 
be continued, ‘*‘is checkers; that’s getting to 
be a very fashionable and scientific game now. 
It bas taken the place ofchess. The other 
day 1 beat Thatcher, the Cafe proprietor on 
Fitth street, three straight games, and he 
pretends to be the champion of the town. I 
won three dollars, all the money he happened 
to have in his pocket. I’m sorry he didn’t 
have more. When I struck Moberly the other 
day, I heard of a fellow who claimed to be the 
boss checker player. I locked horns with him 
and the first sitting I won every game. The 
next sitting he won three and I bagged six.” 

‘*Speaking of playing,’’ said our young 
map, ‘‘what do youthink of Bandmann and 
his Shylock ?’? 

‘*I baven’t had the pleasure of witnessing 
Mr. Bandmann’s impersonation,’’ responded 
Mr. Mitchell, **but I have no doubt he plays 
it well. Isaw him in ‘Narcisse’in New york 
the first time he visited this country, and I 
theught it was an admirable perforniance. I 
don’t believe. though, in this new-fangled 
idea about Sbylock. He was intended 
by Shakspeare to be a_i real mean, 
miserly, cold-hearted old rascal. Evervthing 
shows itand I defy any man to make any- 
thing else out of the text. 1 wish I could get 
a chance,though,to play Othello next week to 
Bandmann’s lago. I have played the part sev- 
eral times and I think itis one of my best 
performances. I iutend to have some of my 
iriends speak to Pope and seeif I can’t get 
an engagement for a night or two.’’ 

Mr. Mitchell was then gracefully drawn in- 
to a conversation touching his various appear- 
ances in the legitimate drama in this city and 
elsewhere. He spoke with some bitterness of 
the ugly behavior of his audiencesin some 
instances, but attributed it all to the fact that 
he nad been born and raisedin St. Louis and 
people took liberties with him which they 
wouldn’ttake with a stranger. ‘*No intel- 
lectual man ever saw ime play,’’ said Mr. 
Mitchell, with pride, ‘*but liked my per- 
formance.’’ 

**What do you think of the Hamlets of our 
day?’ queried our representative. 

**Uphesitatingly, I say that there is but one 
Hamlet andthatis Edwin Booth. There is 
more in his stage walk then in the best 
acting of other players. As to John McCul- 
lough, I never saw him do anything thatl 
liked. Hesimply bellows. His voice is bad, 
and his face shows that he has no appreciation 
of the lines he speaks. Il never saw Fechter, 
and never wanted to see him. I have but one 
idea of Hamlet, and Booth fills that complete- 
iy, ”* 
* When asked as tohis future intentions and 
engagements, Mr. Mitchell said: 

**T have no engagements for the future. I 
am al-out broke, and [am anxious to get at 
sol. cibing. There’s a man in town who wants 
me to give a lecture on my stage experience 
und my life as anactor. I think there’s big 
money init, butit will take $150 to get the 
thing in shape, hire a hall and do the printing, 
and I baven’t got the backing. Joe McCullagh, 
of the Globe-Democrat, spoke to me the other 
day about playing Shylock at some ofthe 
theaters according to Rabbi Sonneschein’s 
conception. Hethoughtthe Hebrews would 
take an interest in it, and he offered to 
buy twenty-five tickets himself. I don’t intend 
to playany morein this town unlessI play 
under first-class management. Jlve had 
enough of the hurrah business.’’ 

Our young man suggested that perhaps a hit 
might be made now by bringing out Frederick 
Robinson’s celebrated burlesque’ entitled 
‘**The Merchant of Venice Preserved,’’ which 
bed such a runin London some years ago. A 
shade of tragic severity came over Mr. Mit- 
chell’s pale and intellectual countenance. 

‘‘No, sir,’’ said he with emphasis, ‘‘I’ll 
never play in burlesque. Some of the d—d 
fools here thinkthat Iam only a burlesquer 
when I play heavy tragedy, but I’ll make ’em 
think differently if I live lony enough. I’ll 
show ’em.’’

French and American Wines. 
[From the New York Herald.1 

Commenting on the great deficiency in the 
Freneh vintage of 1879 the London Standard 
thinks that more attention should be paid by 
England to American and Australian wines. 
‘*It is far from unlikely,’’ says that journal, 
‘*thatthe timeis coming when we shall be 
compelled to look fora large portion of our 
recular wine supply outside the limits of those 
regions whence we have hitherto exclusively 
derived it to the fertile soil ofthat New World 
which lies beyond the Atlantic and to our 
own antipodean dependencies.’’ The yield 
is said to be, by the Bulletin de Statistique, 
30,000,000 hectolitres under the average of 
the ten preceding years. Burgundy and 
Champagne are he districts 
said to have suffered most, 
where the yield has been next to nothing, and 
the two Charentes, where the return scarcely 
reached a third of that of 1878. It may be 
some consolation to champagne drinkers, 
however, to know that the renowncd houses 
have some twenty million bottles on hand, 
though we are informed that the total con- 
sumption of French champagne in the civil- 
ized world is twenty-four millions of bottles. 
Of this Great Britain takes five and the United 
States ten million bottles. Of Burgundy the 
vield of 1879 is about half that of the ten pre- 
ceding years. Other districts also declare a 
deficient yield. The Standard’s suggestion, 
that wine merchants should turn their atten- 
tion to America and Australia, is very likely 
to be adopted in England, and thereis no 
reason why, in time, we should not be able to 
furnish Europe with wines as wedo now with 
so many other articles of consumption.

A PASTEBOARD EMPIRE. 

The historian of the Republican objects to 
the characterization of the Second Empire 
in France as a “‘pasteboard concern’’ by 
the Post-DispaTcu. He is at pains to show 
that M. Louis Verheul, adventurer and 
tramp, managed to steal powerin France 
inthe year 1851, and kept his seat and his 
fraudylént throne fora period of nineteen 
years. Because his tenure exceeded that of 
the First Napoleon three years, lasted one 
year longer than the reign of Louis Philippe, 


.and immeasurably longer than the reigns of 


Charles X., Louis XVI. and Louis XVIIL., 
the historical student of the Repudlican con- 
cludes that the mackerel-eyed pretense of 
an Emperor who never had a drop of Bona- 
parte blood inhis veins was a great man— 
a distinguished statesman. The so-called 
Louis Napoleon crept into France after a 
period of great restlessness—after years of 
revolutionary changes and unsatisfactory 
results. Under pretense of devotion to Re- 
publicanism he obtained a position in the 
Assembly and then the Presidency, and 
when the opportune moment came deliber- 
ately, cowardly and brutally betrayed the 
“people. He murdered a Republic to set up 
the glitter, tinsel and pomp of an Empire, 
like his illustrious alleged uncle, and like 
his illustrious alleged uncle he came to 
grief. The French people, tired of changes 
and reyolts, were captivated by the 
show of the empire, fascinated by the 
magic ofaname, andfor years submitted to 
the fraud. The soi-disant Louis Napoleon 


| was nota fool, though he was a most thor- 


ough knave. He was as much of an in- 
spired idiot asanything else. He believed 
in destiny. He pursued his course with the 
undeviating, restless purpose of a creature 
who believed that he had a divine right to 
rule and plunder his fellow-men. He was 
notlacking in the elements of statesman- 
ship. Senator Lamar, who knew him close- 
lyand studied him carefully, says that he 
had many of the elements of greatness. A 
man who could thus inspire with confidence 
such a student of men as Lamar was cer- 
tainly not an ordinary person. But that 
the second empire was a pasteboard con- 
cern is evidenced by the fact that when its 
test came it crumbled like a thing of clay. 
The Emperor invited the war which 


brought humiliation and distress to France. 


In the hour of trial it was found that the 


men of the empire, called into being by this 
musbroom-ruler, were incompetents and 
thiéves. Belonging to a government which 
was not founded on intelligence, morality 
or right, they had all leagued together to 
plunder the people and enrich themselves. 
The army, which was to. defend the soil 
which had nurtured this hatching-place of 
imperialistic thieves, was an army of paper 
equipped with® arms which were veritable 
antiques, provided with cartridges made 
of sand and *officered by fools. The 
decheunce came, and, when the bastard 
empire rolled into the dust, there was no 
arm lifted in France to restore it. It was 
not wanted. In disgrace and in exile the 
man of the coup d’etat of December Second 
died without composure. The creature 
whom he raised up to bind chains on the 
necks of the French people was stabbed to 
death by a lot of greasy, clouted negroes in 
an African mealie field, and all that is left 
of the nineteen-year-o9ld Empire founded on 
robbery and wrong by the son of a Dutch 
Admiral is an odorous memory, & sense of 
humiliation and a burning hatred in the 
hearts of true Frenchmen. To-day France 
has a government based on intelligence, 
human justice and the rights of mankind. 
It is not perfect by any means, It may 
waver and fall; but, in the end, the Repub- 
lic will live. For every struggle in France 
has been in the direction of republicanism 
and liberty. At the end of every gtruggle 
the people have been basely betrayed. 
They have learned in the processes of the 
years, and have probably reached the stage 
where an impostor with a big name or a 
bloody cheese-knife will not be able to put 
a hook in their noses and lead them at his 
will. The Second Empire never brought 


‘anything but demoralization, corruption 


and humiliation to the people of France. 
As sincere republicans, as haters of shams 
and enemies of the accursed doctrine that 
any man can earn the right to enslave ard 
make governments efor men, Americans 
should refrain from attempts to glorify that 
shameful record of brutal rule, the sole 
merit of which is that it sat for nineteen 
years like a nightmare upon the bosoms of 
& passive people. 


WE are pained to observe that our con- 
temporary, the Globe-Democrat, has per- 
mitted its hatred of John Sherman to ex- 
tend to the General of the Army in his con- 
test with Mr. Boynton, the self-proclaimed 
Aristides of the American Press. *The 
editor of the G.-D. was a war correspond- 
ent of creditand renown, and he must 
know that his declaration that the Memoirs 
of Gen. Sherman are unreliable is measura- 
bly unfounded. Most men in writing of 
themselves and of the events in which they 
participated are prone to overstate things, 
and to sling in the color where it is needed. 
The art of drawing it mild in autobiographi- 
cal work is quite rare. Gen. Shermanisa 
hot-tempered, testy gentleman of good im- 
pulses and proper instincts. There is cer- 
tainly no question astohis capacityas a 
fighter. His book of Memoirs deals roughly 
with a class of incompetent jackanapes 
who masqueraded with his army as generals, 
by virtue of their jaw power as politicians, 
and who werereally apart of the impedi- 
menta of the army. Ever since the publi- 
cation of Sherman’s work these little crea- 
tures have kept up amost undignified 
squealing. To this class belongs doughty 
Gen. Boynton. The book contained too 
much truth to suit some of the taulor- 
shop soldiers, and in most repects 
failed to exploit them _ sufficiently. 
One of the worst teatures of the 
Memoirs is the attempt of Gen. Sherman to 
prove that the battle of Shiloh was a forcor- 
dained affair and that it was not in any 
sense a surprise. All persons familiar with 
that misunderstanding are well aware that 


it was in the nature of an unpleasant inter, - 


ruption, $0 far as Sherman’s army was 
concerned, to say the least. Sherman and 
Grant should have both been cashiered after 
that battle and drummed out of the army. 
Under the strict rules of war, their ears 
should have been cut off before the drum- 
ming-out process. Sherman’s defense in 
his Memoirs of that shameful piece of bad 
generalship was one of the necessities, and 
in making it he shielded Grant, who was 
equally culpable. Itis not altegether im- 
probable, however, that the surprise of 
Sherman at Shiloh was a good thing. His 
army of undisciplined, raw and primitive 
troops probably made a better fight under 
the shock of sudden surprise than they 
would hdve made if they had been subject- 
ed to the strain and anxiety incident to the 
dreadful preparation for battle. Like the 
drunken man who rolled down stairs and 
remarked that he “‘allus cum down that 
way,’’ the inexperienced Western plow-boys 
who constituted Sherman’s army at Shiloh 
and who were pounced upon in the most 
cruel and unceremonious manner doubtless 
thought that inviting an army out to battle 
before breakfast without preliminaries “was 
the sweetest and most approved thing in 
the refinement of war. 


Two new United States Senators were 
hatched yesterday. In Louisiana the Demo- 
cratic caucus selected Randall Lee Gibson 
to succeed Mr. Kellogg in 1883. Mr. Gib- 
son is a native of Kentacky, but has resid- 
ed in Louisiana ever since 1850. He is 


forty-eight years ofage. During the war 


of the rebellion he served in the Southern 
army and achieved the rank of General. He 
was elected to the Forty-third,Congress, 
but was refused his seat. He has served in 
the Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses 
and is now serving in the House as the 
Representative of the Figst District of 
Louisiana. Heis one of thre most conserva- 
tive, intelligent and influential Southern 
representatives in Congress. In, Missis- 
sippi the Democrats, after a protracted 
struggle, finally succeeded in choosing Hon. 
J. Z. George as the successor of Bhuce. 
Mr. George is a lawyer of prominence and 
a local politician of renown. He was chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee when the carpet-bag government of 
the State was overthroWn in 1875, and the 
people have held him in grateful remem- 
brance ever since. Although a hard-shell 
Democrat he is more careful and conserva- 
tive than either Barksdale or Singleton, and 
his selection will prove advantageous to 
the party at large. On the whole, the coun- 
try is to be congratulated on the promotion 
of two such sensible and patriotic men. 


RABBI SONNESCHEIN, having exhausted 
the Shylock question, has been provoked by 
John D. Finney into making the assertion 
that the ancient Hebrews had a sort of be- 
liefina system of future rewards corre- 
sponding to the orthodex Christian heaven, 
but that they had no hell. Unfortunately 
there is nothing in the venerable Hebrew 
writings which constitute the Bible to base 
this assertion on, though the learned Rabbi 
imparts to some mystical passages of Deu- 
teronomy and the Psalms a faint intimation 
of a future life. A colder, more hopeless, 
dark and heathenish collection than the 
Hebrew histories which preceded the com- 
ing of the Savior would be hard to find. 
Notwithstanding Rabbi Sonneschein’s in- 
genuity he will certainly be puzzled to es- 
tablish the impression that his illustrious 
ancestors ever indulged in the hope of a 
life beyond the grave prior to the Christian 
era, or that they ever formulated such a 
doctrine as the immortality of the soul. 
Their longings may have been great but 
they seem to have lacked both faith and 
theory. However, the discussion should 
prove an interesting one. 
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Hon. S. S. Cox, who has a large Irish 
constituency in New York City, may have 
strengthened himself politically in rushing 
aresolution through the Heuse inviting 
Parnell to appearin the hall and address 
members of Congress on the wrongs of Ire- 
land, on the 2d of February, but he certain- 
ly lowered the dignity of the body of which 
he isa member. Mr. Parnell may be a pa- 
triot but he is simply recognized here as 
an agitator and politician. Congress has 
no more right to invite him to its floor to 
make a speech than it has to invite Denis 
Kearney or any other assumed friend of 
humanity. Sympathy for Lreland is to be 
shown now by acts and not by pretentious 
demagoguery. Since Mr. Cox has estab- 
lished the precedent for opening the doors 
of the House to traveling politicians we 
shall next have an English landlord, per- 
haps, presenting his side of the question,and 
Lucy Stone or Susan B. Anthony detailing 
the wrongs of women to our national rep- 
sentatives.

The Question *Now Vexing .th 
Schocl Board.

President Hill will Recommend an Increase to 
56 Members—General Opposition, but a 
Belief that the Law Calls for Them. 


The decision of Judge Boyle in dismissing 
the petition of James Shaw and others, who 
sougbt a decree orering an election for twen- 
ty-eight additional members of the School 
Board, ineidentally touched upon the legality 
of the board as pow composed. The petition 
was dismissed on the grounds that the courts 
were judicial in character; and were not au- 
thorized to exercise legislative or executive 
functions, such ks ordering an election of 
members for a corporation created by the 
Legislature. The court, in delivering the 
opinion, held that thes¢cheme and charter 
regulations concerning the School Board were 
invalid and inoperative on account 
of their conflict with the regulations 
of the School Board charter. on 
the same subject. The latter corporation was 
aistinct and independent of the city as a 
municipal corporation, and was not effected 
by the change which had been made in the 
city organization as arranged by the free- 
holders. As a consequence the board as 
originally organized, consisting of two mem- 
bers from each ward, was decided as the legal 
number, and notasingle person from each 
ward, as at present constiuted. By the dis- 
missal of the petition on other grounds the 
decision rendered as to membership was made 
non-compulsory, and the question remains as 
it did before the suit was instituted. ‘To as- 
certain What action would be taken in the 
premises, reporters for 4he PosT-DISPATCH 
visited members of the Sehool Board with the 
subjoined result: 

_ MR, EVERETT W. PATTISON, 
the attorney for the School Board, 
wis visited and ins reply to 
a question concerning that decision said: ‘*The 
opinion delivered by Judge Boyle was almost 
exactly the same as that I gave tothe Scpool 
Board on the question, when I was first made 
the attorney for that corporation. This was 
that the freebolders had no power to change 
the board as originally organized by the char- 
ter from the Legislature. On aceount of my 
giving that opinion I asked to be reli@évedfrom 
appearing in the proceedings insti- 
tuted by Shaw and several other 
citizens asking that ul speci il 
election be ordered by the court at whieh the 
additional twenty-eight members, making 
two members from each ward, should be elect- 
77 


ed.’ 

“What will the board do in view of that de- 
cision ?’? 

**I have not conversed with any members of 
the board, and consequently don’t know what 
they propose to do. There is nothing com- 
sulsory in the decision as rendered by Judge 

soyle. as the petition asking for the election 
was dismissed. Under existipg state of affairs 
the board is not compelled to make a move in 
any direction.’’, : 
PRESIDENT HILL, 

**T think that Judge Boyle is correct in his 
decision of the Shaw petition case,’’ said Dr. 
Rh. J.Hill, President of the School Board, in 
reply tothe reporter’s interrogatory on that 
point. He continued, ‘tas far as my knuowl- 
edve of law goes the board in the future will 
have to consist of 56 members in place of 28 
as is now the case.”’ 

‘*What will be done by the board or 
others?’ 

‘‘Itis the board’s business to act in the 
premises. As Il understand the decision, the 
board alone are constitutionally authorized 
to order an election. I shall certainly recom- 
mend a compliance withthe law at the uext 
meeting of the board if the matter is only 
allowed to remain until that meeting. which 
takes place the second Tuesdayin Febru- 
ary.’ 

**Why not call a special meeting?’’ queried 
the reporter. 

**] shall recommend an election at which 
the twenty-eight additional members can be 
elected,’’ continued the Doctor, ‘*but I can’t 
see any reason for calling a special meeting 
for that purpose. By delaying the matter, 
+ Which bas already been a long time under 
discussion, until the regular meeting, the 
expense of a speCial meeting is avoided, and 
ampletime is given the members to consider 
the matter and make up their minds on the 
proper course to pursue. ’’ 

‘*Willsuch a move for an election meet 
With much opposition in the boards???’ 

‘*It may meet with some opposition, but ] 
think it will pass the bourd, impracticable as 
we think such an increase of mem- 
bers. I base my opinion on 
iis im practicability, or the fact 
that the board becomes unwieldy in size and 
more expensive in addition. Generally small 
bodies do more eflicient work than iarge ones. 
The law, however, says the board shall con- 
sist of fifty-six members, and we will showa 
disposition to comply with it as nearas we 
understand it.’’ 

MR. F. N. JUDSON, 
another member of the board was visited, 
and inreply to questions gave- his views on 
the decision and its results on the School 
Board as follows: 

**I have notread the full text of the de- 
cision of Judge Boyle as carefully asI desire, 
but I understand its general prospect to coin- 
cide withthe view heretofore taken by Mr. 
Patterson, the attorney of the board. The 
Court holds that the Board of Freeholders had 
no power to change the basis of representa- 
tion inthe School Board established by the 
Schoo!) Board charter, but refuses to order an 
election for twenty-eight new members (oue 
from each ward)on the ground that the lawun 
der which the application is made is unconsti- 
tutional. -I should regard a membersbip of 
fifty-six members in the School Beard as an 
unmixed misfortune to the schools and the 
yublic interests. In my opinion a less num- 
Ae would be more efficient than twenty-eight, 
the present number. On a question of such 
importance, involving such serious conse- 
quences, I am inclined to -—sCthhink 
that the members, however (le- 
sirous of conforming to the —_ law, 
should wait the final determination of the 
courts of last resort, taking all proper steps 
to facilitate such decision of the question, so 
that the legal relation of the board to the city 
charter may be settied for the future.’’ 

DR. JAS. M. CLOPTON 
said he had not given the decision of Judge 
Boyle a great deal of attention, and so he was 
not prepared to express any opinion as to 
what effect that decision would have on the 
School Board. He quite agreed with the views 
of Mr. Patterson when that gentleman gave 
his legal opinion on the question to the board. 
Dr. Clopton continued: *:I think we are en- 
titled to two members from each ward in the 
city, and don’t believe the city scheme and 
charter bad any right or autbority to our rep- 
resentation as specified in the charter from 
the Legislature creating the School Board.*’ 
He said that he was not acauainted with the 
legal points involved, and of course could not 
speak on those points. Te thought that 
the proper way to remedy the matter was 
to refer it to the Legislature. but that 
until such an action was taken the board ‘was 
entitied to twomembers from each ward. In 
reply to a question ef how he would vote on 
the question when brought before the board, 
he said: ‘*l will vote for a recommendation 
ordering an election of twenty-eight addition- 
al members of that body.”’ In cenclusion, he 
taid that a move would be made to have 
the representation in the School Board based 
upon legislative districts instead of ward lim- 
its, a8 was the case at present. He consider- 
ed it more just, and was positive that it would 
come up before the next Legislature. 

MR. J. J. M’CANN, 

nother member of the Sehoo! Board, in 
speaking of tbe decision In the Shaw petition 
cause, said that he didn’t see how anv 
other decision than tbat rendered could 
be reached, e rp his 
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from each ward. He based this opinion on 
the fact that the Scheme and Charter regula- 
tions concerning the school were invalid be- 
cause they conflicted with the charter he 
School Board, which was independent of 
both Scheme and Charter and the City Council. 
The question of membership had been discuss- 
ed mm the board and the matter was referred 
to a committee, who reported that it was not 
advisable to agitate the subject. That policy has 
been followed ever since by the board. In 
answer toa question what the board would 
do, he said: ‘‘Il,think we ought to havea 
special meeting to consider the subject. The 
question should be submitted to the attorney 
and his advice on the course to pursue should 
be duly considered. Iam in favor of the law 
as it stands, although I don’t think 1t will im- 

rovethe board to have fiftv-six mem»ers, 
wut such is the law and we will have to abide 
by it. 

DR. T. E. HOLLAND, 

member from the Thirteenth Ward, said: 
“As I understood it, the decision of Judge 
Bovle is that there may be t'vo representa- 
tives from each ward inthe School Board, 
miking the membership 56 instead of 4S, 
but that the School Board alone 
nas the power to authorize the increase, For 
myself, 1 will say that I am opposed to any 
increase in the membership. It will make 
the board entirely too cumbersome. I think 
we have too many in the board already; twen- 
tv-one would besufticient, and I would rather 
see the membership cut down than to 
see it increased. I have no idea what the 
board will do aboutit, but I hope the matter 
will be kept off till we can get an amendment 
through the Legislature definitely fixing the 
membership.’’ 

Mr. Gustav Sessinghaus. member of the 
board from the Sixth Ward, in regard to the 
decision,.said: ‘**We have too tmanvy mem- 
bers now; half the number would be sufli- 
cient. If there was fifty-six members there 
would not be half the interest taken in mat- 
ters pertaining to the board as there is at 
present. I, for one, would lose all interest. 
rhe people’s interests are carefully watched 
now, with one member from each ward,’’ 

MR. HENRY SCHWEICKHARDT 
could not give an opinion on the subjeet le- 
fore be had studied the decision and compared 
it with the charter. Mr. Schweickhardt 
would be strongly in.favor of but fourteen 
members. 
DR. C. SPINZIG, 

the member from the Fifth Ward, said: 

‘*Werethere fifty-six members we would 
have to hold two meetings a week to give all 
achance to let off their superfluous wind. 
There istoo much talk now. There is no 
practical need for more members than we 
have. The people have adequate representa- 
tion now ; too much if any- 
thing. To have *wo members from 
each ward would give rise to partisan feeling, 
and the educational interests would be neg- 
lected, while party spirit would demand at- 
tention. At present we have in each ward an 
election for members of the School Board 
every third vear. With fifty-six members, two 
elections in three years would be necessary. 
This would have a tendency to 
bring peity politicians to the front 
as candidates instead of men who are adapted 
to the pees gh Here would be another draw- 
back: If you have two members from one 
ward who radically differ in poiitics and re- 
ligion, one would pull down what the other 
built up, sothat matters would come to a 
standstill. No; to put fiftyesix members in the 
board would be retrogression, and what is 
needed 1s progress. ”’ 

JOHN J. MNOLLIDAY 
coincided with the views of Judge Bovle, be- 
lievipng that the School Board bad but half of 
its representation. He thoughtthe Citizens’ 
Committee would take the proper proceedings 
at an early day to make the Board a cdnstitu- 
tic. nal one and he would so express himself at 
the bext meeting of the Board. He was of 
the opinion thatit madeno difference to the 
citizens of St. Louis whether the School 
Koxrd was composed of 28 or 56 memlers, 
but the law, according to his interpretation 
ol it, plainly required the latter number and 
be proposed to bea law-abiding citizen by 
conforming to every statute. 

CHARLES 8S, RUSSELL 
had pot examined the decision thoroughly 
and would give no opinion. He stated he 
had an opinton, end atthe next meeting of 
the Schoo! Board, if the subject sheuld arise, 
he would take a hand in the discussion, ana 
the public might then Know how he stood. It 
is generally believed that Mr. Russell opposes 
ibe decision of Judye Boyle. 

MICHAEL FOERSTEL 
was disposed to look upon tbe decision from 
a practical standpoint. He thought thatif 
iwenty-eight additional members were 
elected tothe board, it would necessitate a 
regular session, the length of which no one 
could predict, if the newly elected members 
were gifted with gab in vroportion to the 
semi-éegal organization that now wastes many 
a precious hour in useless debate. Mr. Foer- 
stel does not like the idea of doubling up the 
board. If there is any change to be made, 
the better one would be to decrease, rather 
than increase the number, and the business 
would be more ‘thorough, and transacted 
With greater facility. However. though 
taking this view of the decision, he will enter 
no protest to a new election, but calmly sub- 
mit to the results.

The Third and Last Day’s Session. 
ha Sarre 
The Next Meeting to be at Kansas City— 
Report of the Proceedings. 


The Missouri Horticultural Society reas- 
sembled at the Polytechnic Institute at 10 
o’ clock this morning, Mr. Evans in the chair. 
Prof. Tracy, the secretary, read a letter from 
Mr. George H. Morgan, inviting the members 
of the society to visit the Merchants’ 
Exchange at noon to-day. The invitation 
was accepted. Reports of Committees being 
in order, Prof. Husmann read the report of 
the Committee on Wines. Among other 
things in the report was the following: ‘*The 
wines exhibited were veryinteresting indeed, 
as they showed the productions 
of two entirely different regions 
and States, Missouri and California, and 
while the difference is so marked as hardly 
to allow a comparison, a majority of the 
samples shown were very fine indeed, and 
are convincing proof that we can dispense 
with foreign importations, when such wines 
can be made in our own country.’? 

The chairman announced that the next 
thing to be confgdered was the place of hold- 
ing the next meeting, and made a motion that 
it be Kansas City. Prof. Husmann spoke in 
favor of Columbia, and another delegate 
wanted it at St. Joseph; but the motion in 
favor of Kansas City was adopted. 

The committee on the protection of the orig- 
inators of new plants and fruits reported 
that upon due consideration of the matter, it 
was not deemed practicable to offer protection 
to the originators of new plauts 
and fruits and be just to the general public. 
Mr. P. F. Smith, of St. Louis, chairman ef 
the committee appointed to examine Murray 
Bros.’ orchard ®aler, reported that the ma- 
chine Was simple in construction. easily 
worked, and worthy of trial. A vote 
of thanks was tendered to the 
School Board for the use of their rooms 
during thegeonvention,: to the janitor of the 
building a to Mr. Isaac Hedges for his 
kindness in illustrating his method of 
making sugar from sorghum syrup. The 
society then went inate the disepssion 
of the growing of pairs. Prof. Husinann 
made some remarks on the subject, and 
among other things said that the 
blight was the great trouble, and that if it 
could be avoided pear culture would be im- 
mensely profitable. The speaker tnen read 
aletter from Mr. Addison Kelley, the well 
known wine manufacturer of Kel- 
ley’s Island, on the subject 
of blight, and in which he claims to have dis- 
covered a sovereign remedy. The following 
is an extract from Mr. Kelly’s letter: ‘*Make 
a wash of copperas, two to three gallons of 
water, putin a little quick or slaked lime. to 
color a little, wash the body and large limbs 
as high as convenient about the tirst 
of June in this locality (mid- 
dle of May in St. Louis, as seasens 
are earlier). Ifthe tree or limbs are already 
diseused, cut off the diseased part as far as 
the wood is diseolored, and havea celoth 
moistened with the wash on the limbs cut, 
Thisis the worst place for pear blight I ever 
saw, Whole orchards having been destroyed, 
I] have never lost a tree thus treated.’’ 

Mr. Murray said he had seen 
a rood deal of experience in pear- 
growing, and he was satistied that 1t Was not 
best to cultivate too much. He believed it 
best to plant pear orchards with blue grass. 

Mr. Karle, president of the Illinois State 
Hlorticultural Society, said he had not been 
successful in growing pears, that there were 
but a few varieties that would do well in his 
part of the country. 

Mr. Evans, the chairman, gaid he had been 
very successful—that ne hadhever lost a tree 
from blight. He had good crops of fruit. 
but he bad RY neighbor who 
had been entirely unsuccessful. 

Prof. Husmann said that while he was in 
the East last summer he found that the Bure 
Bose pear was becoming very popular. He 
bad found it one of the best varieties and he 
was giad to see it coming into notice. It was 
almost as highly flavored ae the Sickle pear. 

Mr. Stark-said he had not been very sue- 
cessful in pear growing, and that he knew 
but few who had made a} commercial success 
of it. 

Prof. Husmann remarked that the finest 
pears exhibited at the late horticultural meet- 
ing at Rochester, New York, were grown 
near St. Louis, and had been produced from 
stocks of white thorn. 

The @iscussion on pears here closed.
